Number of Players 

In a one-player game, the player uses the hand controller 
Irom Pori One. 

In two-player games. Ihe lirsl player uses the controller from 
Port One. The second player uses the controller from Port 
Two. 

In three- or four-playergames. the Port One hand controller is 
used for Players A and B and passed Irom player to player: 
The Port Two hand controller Jr usad for Players C and D and 
passed from player lo player. Player A plays firsl, then Player 
D, and so lorth.

After inserting the cartridge, tern I Mo On/Off switch to On. 
The Title screen wilt appear on your TV. After a moment, the 
Game Option screen appears.

The name of the game ts Five-Card Stud, a variation of poker 
in which each player plays against the dealer. You play jus! as 
if you were piaying againsi the ete ct ronic poker machines in 
Las Vegas. To win. your hand must beat Max the dealer’s. Ir 
games for two or more players, each plays against Max. Max 
deals one card down Irom & single deck of S2 cards for each 
player He deals the next one up and the betting begins. 

House rules set the limits for poker bets, The ante lor cards 
must be between Si and $100. Anle carefully! Later Pels can 
never be more than Iwice your ante. 

Each player bets in turn until all the players have either bet or 
folded Then Ma* dears a new round.

STEP 3: Stay or (old? 

Max asks you "FOLD?" If you're nol pleased with the deal, 
press YES <1) to get out of the hand. If you're the gambling 
sort, answer Ma x wi th a snappy N 0 <3), (flemember, once you 
bet. you cannot check your down card again during the 
round.) Max now asks "BET?" (Ybu can bet from $1 to two 
times your ante.)
